“KWANGSIS “TO FIGHT AGAIN”! 


Canton, Yesterday. . 

The pro-Nanking _ Cantonese 
Army .has now resumed control of 
Shivkwan, the northern terminal 
of the Canton-Hankow  Rail- 
way (Kwangtung section). The 
Kwangsi forces hitherto operating 
along the North River appear to 
have retired for the time being in 
order to prepare for a renewal of 
the struggle against the pro-Nan- 
king. elements in Canton. 

Chinese gunboats in Swatow 
have failed to take action against 
the pro-Kwangsi troops on land 
because of lack of military sup- 
port and not necessarily because 
of disaffection, according to state- 
ments made here. 

Kwangsi Withdrawing 

Reports from Szewui, Shiuhing, 
and other places in Kwangtung 
recently occupied ‘by the Kwangsi 

‘Army indicate that this Army is 
prepared to withdraw into their 
own province, Kwangsi. Their 
natural destination will be Wu- 
chow, a port of Kwangsi on the 
West River. 

According to a  semi-official 
Kwangsi message, the anti- ‘Nan- 
king faction in the Kuomint: 
not by any means discouraged at 
the recent setback, and avows in- 
tentions to launch another drive 
on Canton from Kwangsi. 

The battles of May 20, 21 and 
22 on the North and the West 
River sectors for the possession 
of Canton must have cost many 
lives. More than 5,000 wounded 
have been brought into Canton 
city by train for treatment during 
the last few nights. The trains 
could not undertake the transport 
in the day owing to pressure of 
other traffic—Nan Chung Kuo 
News Service.

Casus Belli Explained: March 
on Kweichow - 
Yunnanfu, May 14, 
Acting on instructions from 
Nanking, this province has declared 
war on the neighbouring province 
of Kweichow and an expedition has 
already started, three Generals with 


‘their armies having left the capital. |: 


Generals Chang Fong-swen, Chu 
Haiao-t'ong and Li Hsiao-ien have 
gone with about 1,000 troops and 
their staffs to I-liang by rail, and 
will ‘Droceed from there via Lu- 
liang to Kutsing, where ail the 
armies will concentrate. The main 
armies have gone by road straight 
to Kutsing, which is close to the 
Kweichow border 
From the provincial capital here, 
for about 30 miles, there is a good 
motor road which the troops. will 
use..The road through I-liang runs 
almost parallel with the‘ motor! road 
and the two. converge on Kutsing. 
The excuse for attacking Kwei- 
chow -is that the Governor, Chow 
Chi-ch’en (Chow Sai-sing) oppresses 
the people, but if that is true, and 
is, a cause sufficient to declare war, 
how many Governors in the other 
provinces would be at peace? Asa 
matter of fact, from enquiries made, 
the Governor of Kweichow has the 
province in ‘good shape, ‘with roads 
in all directions, reaching even as 
far as Szechuan, and brigandage is 
scarcely théeard of. .

Plot Nipped in Bud 

Had not the guards at Cheungsha 
taken precaution that town might 
have suffered 'a similar fate. About 
80 strange men were seen suddenly 
in the town, but they were shadow- 
ed and prevented from attempting 
an outbreak, 

Then’ the “Aingkee’ tow-hoat, 
bound from Canton to Kowkong, 
had to run the gauntlet when (pass- 
ing Kamchuk Rapids (on the lower 
West River). She escaped, but two 
of the crew were wounded by shots 
fired by pirates posted on the river 
banks. All the towboats to and 
from Canton now. avoid Kamchuk 
and proceed via Yungkee.

The defendant, however, had in 


breach of the covenant assigned a! 


lease and parted with possession to 
the Ming Sing Cinema Theatre, and 
also other persons unknown -to 
plaintif€ without having obtained his 
(plaintiff's) consent. 

Plaintiff had, therefore, on April 
30, 1928, by notice in writing to the 
defendant, determined the lease, and 
tow claims (1)- possession of. the 
premises) and (2) -mesne profits 
from April 30, 1928.

LIFE - SAVING AT 
SEA 


VITAL Pi POINTS 


RAFTS REGARDED AS MORE 
USEFUL THAN BOATS 


MORE SAFETY TH THE OBJECTIVE . 


" London, “Yesterday. 
The subject’ ‘of: beats’ and: other 
life-saving appliances in passenger 
ships has been under consideration 
by a Committee of the International 
Conference on the Safety of Life 
at Sea, now sitting in London. 


The previous International Con- 
ference, -held in 1914, which follow- 
ed the loss of the “Titanic,” waa of 
very great public interest and was 
centred ‘in this question ‘of life- 
saving appliances. 

The ‘life-boats on. the “Titanie” 
were sufficient for 1,178, but only ' 
652 left the “Titanie” in boats out 
‘of a total of 2,201 persons on board. 
Popular Demand 


A popular demand was made for 
boats for all and the Conference 
made provision to mcet this demand. 

The, Convention of 1914 has not 
come into operation a3 a Conven- 
ition, but national ‘regulations con- 
tain ‘many of the Convention pro- 
visions, and. for some years past _ 
practically all ocean-going passenger 
ships have. been fitted +o comply 
with the Convention standard. as 
regards “the number of. lifeboats 
carried. The experience gained since 
1914, however, hhas shown the neces- 
sity for boats being carried. so as 
to be readily available for launching, 
and it has also proved that where 
this requirement is not complied 
withthe provision of a large num- 
ber of lifeboats. may be a source of 
danger. 


The Life-saving Appliances Com- 


Case .Gutlined 
In outlining tHe facts of the case, 
Mr. Lo said that he had been in- 
structed only just this morning and 


_| the . offices

Defendant took posses- 
sion on Decembér”20, 1926.

In addition the Committee pro- 
pose that light, buoyant apparatus 
be provided, ‘which will float in the 
sea and provide persons with some- 
thing to which they .cat cling if, 
by reason of the rapid sinking of a 
vessel, it has-been impossible to get 
‘them away on boats. Such ap- 
paratus is a definite addition to 
the sources of safety and will 
be provided in determined propor- 
tion to the number of persons on 
board. 

Regarding. the use of life-rafts 
these have proved to be of greater 
service than inboard: beats. 

The Committee contemplate that 
‘administrations ‘might, if satisfied 
that rafts will be more useful than 
boats, allow rafts in’ substitution 
for boats over “and above a certain 
specified ‘minimum accommodation 
in lifeboats, such . minimum ‘being 
sufficient to ensure. that in the - 
North Atlantic passenger trade and 
in most of the other trades lifeboat 
accommodation will be ‘provided for

‘There was, for instance, no lack of 
vigour in the speech of Mr Adamjee 
Hajee Dawood at the annual meeting 
of the Burma Indian Chamber the 
other day.

He said that op- 
position to the Indian Coastal Shipping 
Bill, reserving shipping for local com- 
panies, had beon met and that the mea- 
sure would benefit Indian trade in the 
right direction.

Dealing with the depression in the 
rice trade in 1928, Mr.-Dawood said 
that for the first time Saigon and Siam 
entered the Indian market, sending 
Indian fairly large, quantities, ond at 
low prices. He claimed that Burma's 
inability ‘to compete was on account 
of high freights. The cause of the 
competition from Saigon and Siam, he 
said, was the trouble in China, which 
fell from being the principal eustomer’ 
of ‘these countries.

He said 
this-was due to the agitation for the 
separation of Burma from India. 
‘ar as the Chamber were concerned, 
they were honestly convinced that it 
would be to. the better interests of 
Burma not to be separated. : 
Explosions at Syriam 

The recent fatal explosion at the 
Burma Oil’ Co. plant at Syriam, in 
which seven Indians were killed, was 
followed, this week by.another in which 
one Indian life was lost, “This time a 
100,000 gallon oil tank exploded and 
caught on fire. The $3,000 gallons of 
oil which it contained were destroyed. 
The cause .of the explosion was un- 
known and the fire was prevented from 
spreading to the rest of the installa- 
tion by the work of the company’s ser- 
vants, The cause of the first disaster 


has no yet been determined by the- 


committee of inquiry. The inquiry into 
the second explosion. will begin shortly. 
Health Matters 

More than one movement is on foot 
to meet the public deniand for greater 
attention to health matters in his coun- 
try.

EXPERT 


CHINA'S PRIMITIVE METHODS 


London, Yesterday. : *

extensive tour of the tin producing 
areas in the. Far East. : 

Interviewed by Reuter, he declared 
that the industry was heading ‘for 
severe crisis, from which British in- ~ 
terests had a wonderful “‘oppértunity 
to save it, chiefly by using. up-to- 
date methods and persuading Euro- 
pean-owned tin companies all over 
the world to ‘agree to’ a common 
policy of production ‘and marketing. 
‘Mr. Lochner inspected fifty pro- 
perties, and not one of them owned 
or worked by Chinese had any modern 
machinery. They. were still in the 
pick and shovel stage. As -production 
exceeded consumption prices muat, 
therefore, be forced’ down, he- added. 
Output must be rationed and a cen-

OWNERS’ APPEAL FAILS 

In’ the House of Lords the Lord 
Chancellor, Viscount Sumner, and 
Lords Buckmaster, Blanesburgh, and 
Warrington of Clyffe, dismissed the ap- 
peal of the Clan Line Steamers, Ltd., 
and affirmed the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Wright and the Court of Ap-. 
peal who-held that a collision between 
the “Clan Matheson” and the “Western 
Front” on May 23, 1918, was not due 
to a warlike operation by the latter, 
but to the fortuitous action of the 
“Clan Matheson.” Judgment was en- 
tered for the Board of Trade, who 
were the respondents.” 

The “Clan Matheson” was under re- 
quisition by H.M. Government upon 
terms of Charter Party T 99. She was 
a cargo vessel of about 5,000 tons 
gross, and it was agreed that her value 
at the date of the loss was £265,000.

SCHOOLS 

Dougias Kissack writes in the Lon- 
don “Morning Post”:— 

Theft has been no word from the 
great Danisn  sailing-ship ‘“Koben- 
hayn” for over 6he hundred days, In 
December last she cleared the River 
Plate for Melbourne, carrying sixty 
eadets. Since then, ‘silence, and so 
the Antarctic islands will be searched 
for some trace of the giant barque. 

The sailers are few and-far between 
now, und “Kobenhavn” is the great- 
est of them all. .She wag built at 
Leith in 1921 at a time when ship- 
ping was in a partous state. But she 
was built for a purpose—to be a 
training-ship for boys anxious to en- 
ter the service of the Danish Asia- 
tie Company. A training-ship she 
has been ever since, sailing with-a 
crew composed almost .enlirely of 
cadets. . 

Here is a paradox if you like, 
Most of the large sailing-ships still in 
commission were built in British 
yards.

It is by no means clear how the 
struggle between Kwangtung and 
Kwangsi_ is really progressing. 
Certain it is that Canton was but 
a few days ago in a parlous 
plight, so much so that the 
authorities showed as much 
anxiety as the “man in the 
street” ag to their possessions. 
Money and other valuables were 
speedily transferred to safer 
quarters and for a time practical- 
ly everything pointed to at 
least a temporary victory for 
Kwangsi in the , downfall of 
Canton. But such a blow to 
Kwangtung did not materialise 
as, luckily for the supporters of 
Chiang Kai-shek, reinforcements 
came on the scene opportunely 
and robbed the Kwangsi troops 
of their victory over the southern 
capital just as it was about to be 
consummated. ’ 

Since then the Kwangtung 
troops have adopted the aggres- 
sive; with “the result that the 
‘Kwangsi ‘stronghold at Wuchow 


has been, during the past. few 


days; in a precarious position. It 
is impossible precisely to know 
what’ has’ taken place -in the

yet been found. Better still, of 
course, would be a rational agree- 
ment between all parties and 
party leaders towards a united 
China. But obviously that is far 
too much to expect from the 
Chinese in their- present transi- 
tfon state. ‘To all appearances, we 
have yet to see a~ considerable 
amount of cjvil,War in China and 
much jealous enmity between re-

A NEW APPOINTMENT 


Mr. Chu Chang-nien ‘has been 
appointed .by the National Gov- 
ernment as High Adviser of For- 
eignt Affairs to the Provincial 
Government of Kwangtung.. Mr. 
Chu, who was-recently appointed 
Minister to Sweden and ‘Norway, 
arrived ‘at Hong Kong en route 
to his post, but was requested by 
General Chan Ming-shu to advise 
the Kwangtung Government on 
foreign affairs during the strug- 
gle with Kwangsi. 

The Consular Body was inform- 
ed to-day of his appointment by 
the Bureau of Foreign Affairs 
and to-morrow Mr. Chu will make 
his official call on the Consulates 
in Shameen.

MR. NEVINSON C¢ COMPLAINS OF 
INSULT 


“MORIBUND INSTITUTION” 

Mr. C. R. W. Nevinson, the artist, 
is complaining of having been 
“insulted” because he has been 
inaccurately described as a Royal 
Academician. 

He told a reporter that he-is 
hitter about the Royal _ Acudemy, 
“because it is an institution that 
has made English art and artists 

laughed at throughout the world.” 
lle said :-— 

It is.a moribund institution. Art 
should be a living thing; the Royal 
Academy's art is a dead thing. 
They have only one ideal, and that 
igs to be dull. They always attain 
to it. 

When an artist joins a society 
like the Academy he rapidly ceases 
to be an artist. He becomes, in- 
stead, a famous person—and 
snobbish famous person. 

I do*not wish to say anything 
‘but 
I. know that. there are greater 
it. .The. Academy will never come 
alive. though it should last for ever, 
It will always be dead, because it 
will kill originality in everyone who 
belongs to it. 

It has done no good to artists, nor 
has—it-done ‘anything to enlighten 
the public as to what art really is. 

The majority of people who go 
to the Academy's exhibitions know 
nothing about art. nor are they 
the sort af people who buy pictures, 
‘he exhibitions are, in. fact, mere- 
ly social functions, 

Probably the only people who are 
really interested in them are the 
rich snob’ wha have commission- 
ed portraits and like to lcok at

themselves on the line. 

Pictures, he declared, should—be- 
exhibited “anywhere but in the 
Academy.”

ICONOCLASM IN THE “NEW 


MODERN, ‘SPIRIT 


The Shanghai Correspondent of]. 


“The Times” writes: In. 1923 Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen, who was-in power in 
Oanton, caused. a_ considerable 
seandal by  dispossessing two or 
thiee “ important and wealthy 
monasteries, ‘appropriating their 
lands -for public use and turn- 
ing the monks and nuns adrift to 
earn their living as best they might. 
Dr; Sun seems. to have acted purely 
on social grounds—that the monks 
were idle and worthless, living 
Juxurivusly on the public and mak- 
ing no return. There was some 
truth. in these charges, but even 
thus and with all Dr. Sun’s prestige 
to back his iconoclasm, numbers of 
Chinese were: greatly shocked and 
no, further raids. were made. 

Now in recent months a wave of 
temples; monks, 
and idols has spread through the 
Kuomintang. It is one of the most 
eurious phases of the new spirit in 
China, and its manifestations dre 
worth | recording. The first 
striking instance of it.was_ re- 
parted in August from _Haichow, 
in North Kiangsu. <A few miles 
east of the city, Nanchang, is @ 


big and famous temple which the 
local Kuomintang determined to 
attack. The legend runs that the 
first three men _ who planned the 
campaign fell .upon untimely 
disaster. But the Kuomin- 
tang leaders. were not to 
be frightened.: Providing them- 
selves with a guard of 
soldiers as a protection ‘against 
temporal enmities at least, they 
went to the temple, lassoed the 
principal images, dragged them 
from the temple, and burnt them. 
Two othér temples in the neigh- 
bourhood were treated-- in the 
same way. In one case there was 
a serious riot, and one of the re- 
formers was badly hurt. | But 
the Kuomintang stuck to their 
purpose, closed the temples, and 
declared their very considerable 
lands confiscated, the property to 
be used for educational purposes. 
Pilgrimages Prohibited” 

The next move occurred. at 
Hanyang, at the great temple of 
the Nine Pure Ones, This temple 
is particularly frequented at the 
Mid-Autumn Festival; but - this 
year there were no celebrationsy 
The Hupeh Government declared 
that‘no one was to go near the 
temple for a month, and puta 
guard of soldiers about it to en- 
force the order. No actual 
destruction was done. But a 
similar prohibition was enforced 
a few days later upon the 
pilgrimages to the Mu Lan Shaw 
temple a few miles from Hankaw. 
These pilgrimages have always 
been very popular during the first 
days of the eighth moon. In 
Imperial days large strings of 
boats would be seen going up the 
river, flying flags which announc- 
ed that they earried pilgrims to 
the Mu Lan Shan, and these flags 
were a sufficient safeconduct alike 
with officials and outlaws. This 
year there was none. Here, 
again, no iconoclasm was at- 
tempted and confiscation of 
temple lands, though talked of, 
has not been carried out. But 
this is . probably because the 
monks, being very big property 
owners, are also good land- 
lords, who care for their tenants 
assiduously; and the Kuomintang 
are probably frightened of the 
consequences of assaulting them. 

Reports of similar action 
against temples have drifted 
through from several other dis- 
tricts, but not on a large scale. 
In one case the city magistrate 
himself struck the first blow 
which was to decapitate the idol. 
Off flew the axehead and in fall- 
ing wounded the magistrate’s 
foot. Instantly the legend spread 
that the ido] had wrested the axe 
from his hand. and smitten its im- 
pious assailant dead. But- the 
magistrate lost no time in appear- 
ing about the streets to prove 
himself very --much alive. “The 
dog it was that dicd”—or rather 
the idol, for, another axe was ob- 
tained and the decapitation ‘com- 
pleted “according to plan.”-
